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Rail Settlement 
Talks Collapse 


Strike Thursday Pledged by Union Leader 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A un- 


ion leader said flatly today a na- 
tional railway strike will start 
at 12:01 a.m., EST, Thursday. 


The statement came from C. 


L. Dennis, president 
of the 


Brotherhood of Railway Clerks, 
in addressing 150 representa- 
tives of four unions as they pre- 
pared to go to Capitol Hill to 
persuade Congress not to accept 
President Nixon's proposal to 
postpone a strike for 45 more 
days. 


Dennis' union is the largest of 


the four AFL-CIO unions repre- 
senting about 500,000 workers in 
the wage dispute. 


Dennis and other speakers at 


the rally said a strike morato- 
rium would only encourage the 
railroads to stall in negotiations 
until the unions are crippled and 
forced to meet management's 
terms. 


Earlier, Dennis said the walk- 


out will be called even if Con- 
gress grants Nixon's request for 
the 45-day delay. 


In asserting his union "must 


strike," Dennis said the Rail- 
way Clerks, with a membership 
of about 200,000, is ready to risk 
jail terms, fines and public 
pressure to win its demands. 


Dennis spoke after a late- 


night bargaining session failed 
to produce an agreement or a 
voluntary postponement.

Voice Objection to Kellett Plan

MADISON — Top men of the 


huge' state educational estab- 
lishment Mond 5ay expressed 
polite but serious reservations 
about the f ar-reachjng proposals 
for changes in the,finance and 
organization of the entire Wis- 
consin public school system and 
urged in the voluminous report 
of the Governor's Commission 
on Education. 


Their comments came in a 


confrontation with the chairman 
of the commission which la- 
bored two years, William R. 
Kellett of Menasha. The educa- 
tional administrators reviewed 
the report 
with Kellett as

cabinet of Gov. Warren P. 
Knowles, and in the governor's 
presence. 


William F. Kahl, head of the 


constitutional State Department 
of

Instruction 
which 


would be drastically altered if 
the legislature enacts the 
Kellett recommendations, offer- 
ed what he described as a 
"word of caution" when he 


assertecr that this state'has a 
"fine system of education and 
Wisconsin has a good reputation

•Kahl said that ne does not 
deny that tbe system can be 
improved, but said he is reluc- 
tant to "accept change for the 
sake of change." 


Wallace Lemon, a vice presi- 


dent of the University of Wis- 
consin, told Kellett and Knowles 
that on the UW campus there is 
concern that a new "super- 
board" to manage all phases of 
public education in the state 
from elementary school through 
university level instruction 
would find its job "too com- 
plex" for reliable performance. 


Eugene R. McPhee had a 


more blunt criticism of what is 
perhaps the most novel proposi- 
tion in the Kellett report — a 
system of paying tuition fees 
out of the state treasury to the 
student beneficiary rather than 
to the institutions, which, would 
permit students to enroll at the 
college of their choice, including 


private institutions. 


"It seems to me that our 


planning goes to hell" under 
such a system said the chief 
executive officer of the state 
universities. He referred to the 
difficulty in estimating enroll- 
ments, planning faculty and 
facility size and other complica- 
tions that would result for the 
public schools that now bave an 
enrollment of about 130,000 stu- 
dents. 
' , 


"It will be like juggling three 


balls," said the veteran admini- 
strator of the complications that 
he claimed would follow such a 
novel higher education financing 
plan. 


Kellett c o u n t e r e d such 


criticisms and others with good 
spirit and patience. 


He said the main thrust of his 


report was an improved organi- 
zation of education, followed by 
a plan to shift the burden of 
costs from tbe property tax to a 
system based on taxpayers' 
ability to pay, the state funding 
plan involving students directly, 
thus democratizing 'college edu- 


cation opportunity. 


He conceded that it may be 


difficult to gain political accept- 
ance for some of the ambitious 
goals of the report but, said he 
is "reluctant to give up the 
thousands of hours of input." 
Kellett said that there is "gold 
in the hills" as he emphasized 
the economy theme of the 
document. If the plan for dis- 
trict education boards does not 
produce significant savings in 
high cost non-curricular activ- 
ities of the education system, he 
went on, "we have missed the 
boat." 


T h e commission

said the group is convinced that 
the resources of the state for 
the support of the schools will 
be exhausted, if financial and 
a d ministrative 
improvements 


are not. devised. "The trends 
are pretty frightening," he re- 
marked.

the Chippewa River. 


The federal attorney said a 


similar case is pending against 
the Falls Dairy Co. at its Jim 
Falls operation. 


Both actions, Olson stated, 


stemmed from complaints filed 
by citizens, government 
offi- 


cials and conservation groups. 


Rep. Henry Reuss, D-Wis., 


was among government officials 
urging actions against alleged 
polluters under the old federal 
law. 


Olson said such complaints 


are screened by his office and if 
it is determined there has been 
no compliance with state clean- 
up orders the federal govern- 
ment can move in. 


He said several other similar 


prosecutions are in the works.

Try Paint 
On Plastic 
Fold Door 


BY ROGER C. WHITMAN 


Q: About a year ago, I hung 


a folding (accordion type) 
plastic door to cut down on 
drafts. But I'm tired of the 
dull battleship gray color. Can 
it be painted? — Columbus. 


A: Perfectly possible. But 


the thinner the coats, the less 
chance of cracking around the 
folds. So the best technique is 
to spread the door flat and 
use spray enamel. You can 
put on very thin, even coats 
this way. Allow ample drying 
time between coats, keep the 
door stretched open until last 
coat is dry. Be sure to clean 
off all traces of grease first. 


Q: After dark, a small'type 


of beetle-bug emerges from 
cracks and crevices in - and 
around our concrete back 
porch. I can't get rid of them, 
no matter what I spray on 
them. I've also used the 
strongest ammonia I could 
find, flooding the cracks.

Expressions of satisfaction 


and concern have been register- 
ed by judges and attorneys over 
the proposed creation of a 
fourth county court in Outa- 
gamie County and the elimina- 
tion of one of Waupaca County's 
two county courts. 


The proposals are contained 


in the first report filed by the 
new State Administrative Com- 
mittee for the Court System 
which was created by the 
legislature a year ago to assure 
an equitable relationship be- 
tween state judicial require- 
ments and population changes. 


The report, signed by Chief 


Justice E. Harold Hallows of 
the State Supreme Court and 
filed with Gov. Warren 
P. 


Knowles, the State Supreme 
Court and the legislature, seeks 
the reduction of trial courts in 


some areas and a corresponding 
increase hi the number of 
judges and courts in areas of 
comparatively rapid growths in 
population and volume of litiga- 
tion. 


The report urged the creation 


of an additional court in Ou- 
tagamie County with the judge 
to be chosen in the April, 1971, 
election. He would take office 
July 1,1971. 


Eliminate Branch 


The elimination of the county 


branch % in Waupaca County 
would become effective Aug. 1, 
1972, shortly after the manda- 
tory retirement of Judge Wen- 
dell McHenry, who will be 70 
next September. 


Don Herrling. president of the 


Outagamie County Bar Associ- 
ation, said he is "extremely 
pleased" over the reeommenda- 


tion of Hallows' committee to 
establish another court in this 
county. 


Herrling explained that three 


weeks ago a committee of the 
county bar group met with 
HaDows' committee and con- 
tended that "based on statistics, 
particularly population, there 
was a need for an additional 
court." The committee also 
cited the increased workload in 
the criminal, civil and juvenile 
areas in Outagamie courts, 
Herrling said. 


Judges Nick "F. Schaefer and 


Raymond P. Dohr, who preside 
in two of Outagamie County's 
three county courts, told a 
county board committee already 
last May that creation of anoth- 
er court branch was the only 
way a sizeable case backlog in 
the courts could be eliminated. 


Dohr, who handles mostly 


civil and juvenile cases, said 
there was need for another 
court now and probably still 
another one hi five years.

McHenry, who until Bfe years 


ago was the only county judge 
in Waupaca County, said that if 
the recommendation of Hallows' 
study committee is adopted by 
the legislature, it could result in 
the necessity of "either going 
back to electing a municipal 
justice for the traffic and ordi- 
nance cases or bringing in 
outside judges at least- a week 
or 10 days each month" to keep 
up on the caseload.

won't like it any better than 
bedraggled board members, 
but there are many factors 
bringing on this situation.

Set Up Teams 


There already is a move 


toward administrators exert- 
ing pressure in their own 
behalf.

... The NFC's Central is the 
toughest of the NFL's six 
divisions, just as it figured to 
be. Minnesota, Detroit, Green 
Bay and Chicago have a 
combined record of 28 wins, 
20 losses — easily the best 
winning percentage in either 
the NFC or the AFC. Last 
weekend provided fresh evi- 
dence of NFC Central power. 
The Lions and the Packers 
both beat division leaders (St. 
Louis and Pittsburgh, respec- 
tively). For the'Lions, it was 
the third straight win over a 
division pace-better ... since 
Detroit had also stopped San 
Francisco and Oakland in 
recent weeks. The only NFC 
Central loss last weekend was 
by the Bears — who played 
Minnesota, a fellow division 
member. E v e n then, the 
champion Vikings had quite a 
struggle before subduing the 
last-place Bears.

huge state educational .estab- 
lishment M o n d a y expressed 
polite but serious reservations 
about the far-reaehihg'proposals 
for changes-in the finance and 
organization of the entire-Wis- 
consin public school system* and 
urged in the voluminous report 
of the Governor's Commission 
on Education. 


Their comments came in a 


confrontation with the chairman 
of the commission which la- 
bored two years, William R. 
Kellett of Meriasha. The educa- 
tional administrators reviewed 
the report- with Kellett as 
members' of the education 
cabinet of Gov. Warren P. 
Knowles, and in the governor's 
presence. 


William F. Kahl, head of the 


constitutional State Department 
of Public Instruction which 
would be drastically altered if 
the legislature enacts the 
Kellett recommendations, offer- 
ed what he described as a 
"word of caution" when he 


asserted that this state has a 
"fine system of education and 
Wisconsin has. a good reputation 
in practically any education 
area." 


Kahl said that He does not 


deny that the system can be 
improved, but said he is reluc- 
tant to "accept change for the 
sake of change." 


Wallace Lemon, a vice presi- 


dent of the University of Wis- 
consin, told Kellett and Knowles 
that on the UW campus there is 
concern that a new "super- 
board" to manage all phases of 
public education in the state 
from elementary school through 
university level instruction 
would find its job "too com- 
plex"-for reliable performance. 


Eugene R. McPhee had a 


more blunt criticism of what is

Mr. Lucey's Dilemma 


Patrick J. Luccy, the Democratic 


governor-elect, has provided us with an 
illustrative example of the dilemma of 
the politician seeking high office on a 
party ballot and in a state political' 
structure that provides hot competition. 


To make a decisive impression upon 


the electorate, a candidate who is 
determined to win is forced into postures 
and pledges that are difficult to honor 
after he is elected and takes office, or 
can be made good only with the grave 
risk of offense to those voters who gave 
him a plurality of the votes. 


Mr. Lucey is now giving us an im- 


pression of pained surprise, approaching 
shock, about the prospective costs of 
financing, his first state -budget even 
without inclusion of the obviously ap- 
pealing propositions of his successful 
campaign and, notably, substantial, 
tangible, significant relief of the burden 
of local property taxes. 


The financial situation he confronts, 


he declares in an anguished public 
speech, is infinitely more difficult than 
he had imagined when he was stumping 
for the last year. So perilous is it, indeed, 
that he fears he will be required to defer 
some of his pledges with respect to 
remedial legislation, because they will 
be too costly. 


On the basis of similar post-election 


comments of some of his recent 
predecessors, we are entitled to guess 
that Mr. Lucey is not quite as startled— 
in the sense that he is learning facts of 
life at the statehouse --that he did not 
know while he was stumping—as his 
sombre words suggest. There is 
provided here, to a substantial degree, 
the oblique confession of the ejected 
politician that in the heat of the chase he 
said more than he wishes he had said. 


There was nothing secret about the 


huge demands for new budget ap- 
propriations that were being filed before 
the gubernatorial votes were counted. 
That they exceeded prospective state 
treasury income by record amounts was 
fully reported in the public press. Nor 
should the fact that economic trends 
have an effect on the yield of existing 
state levies be surprising to the newly 
chosen leader of the state government. It 
is an elementary rule of political arith- 
metic. Mr. Lucey should have been more 
aware than most—including his defeated 
opponent—for one of the major themes 
of his campaign was what he called the 
sluggishness of the economy when he 
talked about national administration 
policies. If he did not connect the two, he 
was the victim of inefficient staff work 
or uttering campaign speeches he did 
not quite believe. 


Mr. Lucey should be the last man to 


be caught unawares by the cruel 
realities of the office he sought so 
vigorously and persuasively. 


It was precisely because his defeated 


rival pretended that the state's financial 
outlook was better than casual ob- 
servations permitted anybody to believe 
that he suffered from a "credibility gap" 
that cost him the votes of thousands of 
independents and Republicans. 


We would venture that Mr. Lucey, 


skilled politician that he is, is not nearly 
as astounded as he implies. More likely, 
he is merely conveying the message that 
all contemporary politicians surviving a 
harshly competitive campaign must 
communicate if they are wise, namely, 
the campaign pledges made, implicitly 
or otherwise, are not easily honored. If 
the man preparing to take over the 
Wisconsin 
governorship 
needs 


verification, he may review the troubles 
and disappointments of Mr. Nixon in 
Washington.

"We're doing all we can," he 
said, and probably he is if only because 
the war will be an obvious political 
liability in 1972. But he declined having 
his picture taken with the group, 
pleading another engagement. 


The President and the Vice President 


more especially have shown a curious 
inability to understand the motives of 
many of today's youth. Mr. Nixon tried 
to ignore the massive end-the-war 
march in Washington two years ago by 
pointedly watching pro football 
on 


television. After Kent and Jackson State 
he did meet with some students who 
were protesting those shootings as well 
as the move into Cambodia but all he. 
talked about was surfing and football, 
subjects of little interest to the dedicated 
dissenting students. The Vice President 
blames it all on permissiveness and Dr. 
Spock although it is .clear from his 
statements that he never read any of the 
doctor's books. "Bums" and "effete 
snobs" are two of the terms the 
President and Vice President have used 
in referring, not just to those who bomb 
and encourage revolution, but to 
dissenters in general. 


There can be no defense of those who 


bomb, seize buildings, impede or deny 
rights to others as some students have 
done. But if, as the President said, the 
majority are fine young Americans, he 
should also realize that in all likelihood 
the majority are also seriously con- 
cerned about established practices, 
about the war, the poverty among 
American Indians and other minority., 
groups, racial discrimination and the 
failure 
so far- of the 
Nixon Ad- 


ministration to deal effectively with 
these problems. The greatest faults 


• perhaps of youth are its naivety and 
optimism that all the evils can be ended 
overnight.

Back Together Again 


Heedlessly, the Democrats 


are exulting that the New Deal 
coalition, unlike Humpty 
Dumpty, has put itself 
together again; and that 
victory awaits a return to the 
old pattern of a big city- 
backed 
Northerner 
for 


President and a Southerner of 
some hue for Vice President. 


Yet if the old Democratic 


coalition is also the wave of 
the future, why didn't it score 
big Congressional gains this 
year? It is misleading to say 
that President Nixon had few 
Congressional seats to lose, 
despite the economy's woes, 
because his coattails had 
brought in only a handful of- 
new Republicans in 1968. Back 


in 1956, Dwight Eisenhower's 
coattails had actually lost one 
Senator and two Representa- 
tives despite his landslide re- 
election. And then two years 
later, the Administration 
dropped 47 Congressmen and 
13 Senators in the teeth of the 
1958 recession. One possible 


explanation of 1970 is that an 
underlying realignment kept 
the Democrats from realizing 
off-year gains resulting from 
the recession. 


Over the last half century, 


off-year results (where the 
party in power invariably 
loses) have turned out to be a 
firm 
prognosticator 
of 


Presidential tides. In the 
elections since 1920, off-year 
performances have split into 
two distinct categories: 1) in- 
party consolidations (where 
fewer than 20 Representatives 
and Senators have been lost) 
and 2) in-party deteriorations 
'(where more than fifty have 
been defeated). 


After the four prior off-year 


elections where less than 20 
seats have been lost, the 
"consolidating" in-party has 
gone on to win the four biggest 
Presidential victories of the 
period. In the 1934 off-year 
round 
the 
incumbent 


Democrats actually gained a 
net of 19 seats; two years 
later, in 1936, Franklin 
Roosevelt won the greatest 
sweep of the century. 


The next best off-year 


showing came in 1962, when 
the incumbent Democrats lost 
four Representatives and 
gained four Senators for a 
standoff; two years later, 
'Lyndon Johnson won the next 
biggest landslide of the period..

come 
next:

Congressional losses by the 
White 
House-holding 


Republicans were 16 and 19 
seats respectively; and the 
ensuing Hoover (1928) and 
Eisenhower (1956) landslides 
were only a notch below 1964 
in magnitude. If the pattern 
holds, the eight-seat GOP loss 
this year portends a Nixon 
sweep in 1972. 


Of the other eight off-year 


elections, seven have brought 
'dn-party losses of more than 50 
seats (House and Senate). In 
contrast 
to 
the "con- 


solidation" elections, these 
could be called "breakdown" 
or "deterioration" elections. 
The 1930, 1958, and 1966 off- 
year results heralded a 
change of party rule in the 
next presidential election. The 
off-year debacles of 1922,1946, 
and 1966 were followed by 
Presidential contests (1924, 
1948, and 1968) in which third 
parties played an important 
role.

None of this is cause for 


Republican cocksureness. The 
White House has already 
demonstrated its ability to 
dissipate opportunity, and 
persistence of economic hard 
times for another two years 
would 
probably 
warp 


realignment into a new form. 
At the same time, however, 
these precedents ought to 
make the Democrats'ponder 
whether in 1970 they might not 
have been lucky beneficiaries 
of economic woe, with'no thing 
positive to campaign on in 1972 
if the economy straightens 
out.

The chances are that he will

publicist. The enterprise was 
soon shown for what it was—a 
thinly disguised vehicle to win 
friends 
and 
clients in 


Republican circles who were 
willing to employ his talents in 
the renewed struggle against 
La Follette control. 


Started To Lecture 


His "newsletter" led to 


"lectures," and soon the 
youthful stemwinder was one 
of the familiars of the cam- 
paign stump. If there are old 
timers who remember the 
allegations about the late Sen. 
Robert M. La Follette Jr. and 
his Virginia "estate," they 
owe it to the stentorian en- 
deavors of Al O'Konski. What 
evolved into a lecture bureau 
brought him a statewide 
acquaintance and an op- 
portunity to examine the 
political geography in detail. 


The more he visited the 


Wisconsin northland, the more 
he became persuaded that it 
would provide a career in 
elective politics. Moving to 
Iron County, he ran for 
.congressman 
with 
the 


Republicans 
in 1940, 


whereupon he devised a 
strategy to assure tenure that 
was as brilliant as it was 
simple. Run as a Republican, 
vote as a Democrat, and all 
will be well, he reasoned. 


The proof of his minor 


genius is in the fact that he has 
turned back all challengers in 
the district in the three 
decades since that time, 
although it is otherwise one of 
the safe jurisdictions for 
Democrats ranging from 
presidential to gubernatorial 
candidates. 


Gave Standard Talk 


Historians are not likely to 


decide that the O'Konski 
career was distinguished. But 
according to his own lights, it 
was a durable one. Long 
before McCarthy, he sensed 
the popular response to 
Communist expansion in" the 
world. In the-"cold'war" in- 
terlude 
following World 


. War n, he became one of the 
best known and highest paid 
anti-Communist lecturers in 
the country. 


Once in Washington this 


.r.eportgr was.invited by him to 
drive to Baltimore to an anti- 
Communist rally. O'Konski 
delivered 
his 
standard 


stemwinder. The collection 
buckets overflowed. Police 
elbowed me rudely as I tried 
to reach his car afterward in 
the dense mob. He looked at 
me, grinned, and challenged: 


"I know what you are 


thinking." He was right. 


Some years later, I sat with 


other reporters in a crowded 
auditorium at Wausau when 
the late Sen. McCarthy, then 
in his heyday, was bringing a 
clamorous reponse with his 
brand of anti-communism. 


O'Konski stood beside me, 


puffing on the omnipresent 
cigar, stony-faced, absorbed. 


"I invented that," he ob- 


served as he watched Mc- 
Carthy. He was right again.
